When the Congress set up the Freedman's 
Bureau in 1865, and passed other post-war 
measures aimed specifically at blacks, it came 
under criticism for racial favoritism. 

‘Opponents charged that’ Congress didn 
pass comparable aid for whites, that it was 

“unfair,” and that it gave blacks a competitive 
advantage over whites. Those arguments 
were ridiculous in the context of the 1860s, 
when blacks were fresh from centuries of 
slavery, without a decent chance to make their 
way ina hostile society...

Berry, born in Baltimore, 
Md., in 1899, opened the 
Mt. Vernon Shop in the 
1930s. He. was a leading 
support of the etablish- 
ment of black businesses 
on Mt. Vernon Avenue, and 
a longtime member of the 
Mt. Vernon Avenue District 
improvement Association. 

Berry, who died in 
December 1977, was active 

in all phases of community 
life. He was a charter 
member of the Independ- 
ent Business and Profes- 
sional Association (IBPA). 
He helped organize the 
MVADIA. In 1967, he 
“almost singlehandedly” 
established the Columbus 
Business League -- a chap- 
ter of the National Business 
League. 


Berry served in the 
Model Cities Genera 
Assembly, and was one of 
the first blacks to hold 
membership in the Colum- 
bus Area Chamber of 
Commerce, where he gave 
“productive” service to the 
Christopher Club -- the 
membership recruitment 
arm of the Chamber. 

He was a member of 
Frontiersinternational, 
Columbus Urban League, 
NAACP, and was a found- 
ing member of the Olen- 
tangy Lodge of Elks. He 
was a member of all 
branches of the Masoric 
family -- both Scottish and 
York Rite, PHA. 

In 1973, Berry received 
the Booker T. Washington 
Symbol of Service award ~
